“Sic vos non vobis” writes from Alex- 
andria :—The members of the Alexandrian 
Archwological Society who have read the ac- 
count in the ‘Egyptian Gazette” of the explor 
ation of the site of: the church of St, Menas 
under the heading, “An Egyptian Lourdes’ 
must have observed the way in which the 
author studiously ignores the Bulletin No. 6 
for 1904. He has, apparently, taken his.all 
from the two pamphlets he refers to, published 
by one of the explorers in 1906-7 in which the 
only allusion to the Bulletin is made for the 
express purpose of denouncing the inaccuracy 
of the site of the ruins as indicated in the map 
attached to it, 

This would have been scarcely generous, o 
even courteous, if the map had pretended to 


‘indicate the precise site of the Church of St, 


Menas, which was not the case, and savours 
on the part of the explorers of « thirst for. per. 
sonal notoriety rather than of simple ambition 
to aid in filling up a gap in onr local 
archeology. 

In 1904 the Society published in its Bal- 
letin for that year a paper written by one of 
its members in April of the same year, calling 
attention to! the fine collection of Menas

In an extremely well written and interesting 


account of the results of the explorations down 


to» April 1906, by’ an active member of the | 


Alexandria Society, which appeared in the 
“Egyptian Gazette” 
obServes that the author of the paper on the 
site of St. Menas Church in the Bulletin No. 6 
for 1904 “could certainly not suppose that at 
that very time an expedition was covering the 
whole of the Walad Ali Desert, and Mariout, 


.| with the definite object of discovering the 
| historical city of St. Menas,.” This is an indis- 


putable fact, considering that the paper was 
completed in April 1904, and only awaited 
the reduction in France of the illustrative 
photos : and the publication of the Bulletin a 
few months later, whilst the desert exploring 
party did not leave Alexandria until May 7 
1905, discovering the ruins a month later. 

The party is stated in the “Gazette” to have 
“received valuable assistance” from the vice- 
president of the Archeological Society, pre- 
sumably in a private capacity, as no com- 
munication regarding the intended exploration 
was made to the society. 


The author of the “Egyptian Lourdes” 


credits the explorers with having discovered 
the ruins of a spot called Boumna by the 
Bedaween ;but they would, surely, repudiate 


such a notion, being well aware ofthe visit — 


of Jean Raymond Pacho to the ruins of 
Boumna (under that identical name) published 
in 1827, shortly after his death, in the account 
of his journey from Alexandria and Cyrenai- 
ca. What the. explorers have lone is to iden- 
tify theruins of Boumna into the siteof the 
three towns and church described by the Arab 
historian and to excavate the site of S.-Menas 
Church as proposed in the Bulletin of the 
AAS, and far be it from me to seek” to 
‘lepreciate the archwologital importance and 
interest of the successful result, though the 
splendid marble statue of the Saint with his 
camels, with many other statues described 
by the above historian, the discovery of which 
would have greatly enhanced the value of 
the discoveries by identifying beyond the 
possibility of doubt the “Sanctum Sanctorum” 
of the church, haye not yet been found. 
The title of “An Egyptian Lourdes,” based 
on a not improbable conjecture, as applied 
tothe Church of St. Menas, may, however, 
without any conjecture, be applied to that of 


“Menouthis” of which we have & contempor- . 


ary historical account at the begining of the 
seventh century, by Sofronius, Patriarch of 
Jerusalem, directly associating it with the 
bones of two Alexandrian martyrs, St. John 
and St, Cyrus, (Abu Kir wa, Hanna) from 
whdm the modern village and promontory of 
Abukir have inherited their name. Alex- 
andrian archtelogists will be familiar with the 


lively account of the miracles performed: in 


thése days through the mediun of the two 
Saints, given by Lumbroso in his “ L’Egitto 
dei Greci e dei Romani,” 1882-95, which have 
never yet been surpassed by either “La Salette”

But Lumbroso, Heroutsos, and other distin-

Excavations at Assouan. 

M. Clermonte-Ganneau has presented a 
report of his recent archeological campaign in 
Upper Egypt to the Academie des Inscriptions 
et Belles-Lettres at Paris. He went to the 
island of Elephantine at Assoual in’ order to 
find the remains of an Aramaic Colony there 
, whose members had erected an altar to Jehovah. 
It was hoped to find some papyri, which would 
shed some light on this ancient and interesting 
settlement. According to his report there is 
no longer any doubt about the existence of 
such a colony on the island but further 
reséarches are needed to discover papyri, After 
a three months,campaign he obtained a variety 
of objects dating from various epochs of Egyp- 
tian history. These include two fine statues 
covered with inscriptions and a necropolis of 
rams all carefully mummified and interred in 
in granite coffins. The ram was the sacred 
animal of the divinity of Elephantine.

MEETING AT ALEXANDRIA. 


Yesterday a well-attended and representative 
meeting of British subjectsresident in Alex- 
andria and the neighbourhood was held at the 
British Club to express regret at Lord Cromer’s 
departure Mr. Gould opened the meeting with 
the following speech .:— 

“We are met together to-day to consider a 
proposal to send an address to Lord Cromer 
on the occasion of his retirement from Egypt. 
This meeting has been called at the instance of 
several British subjects, who met informally 
some days ago, and who were of opinion that 
sueh an address should be presented’ They 
were also of opinion that it should be a sponta- 
neous actionon the part of the British com- 
munity here and not in any way an official 
movement. They therefore approached: the 
authorities of the British Club and obtained 
their leave to call the necessary public meeting 
here. They have further, I am informed, prepar- 
ed a draft address to be submitted to this 
ineeting. 

“IT would now suggest that some private 
member of the community should be invited to 
take the chair and I intended to propose that 
Mr. Moss should be asked to do this. Mr. 
Moss, however, has been unavoidably prevented 
front coming here -to-day and he expresses his 
very great regret. I propose, therefore, that 
Mr. Perey Carver should be asked to take the 
chair at this meeting for Mr. Moss, and that 
that gentleman, as one of the oldest British 
residents, should act as president for -any 
further action in this matter. 

Mr. Perey Carver being thus called to the 
chair called apon Mr Foster as the chairman 
of the informal preliminary meeting to submit 
tothe meeting the draft address, which he 
proposed that he should read} after any in- 
trodluctory remarks he might choose to make, 
and if the address should be approved, every- 
hody present would -be asked to sign it. 

Mr. Foster said that the meeting had been 
convened to decide what was to be done. It 
had been thought advisable to come before 
the meeting with the complete project. This 
was a short letter conched in simple terms to 
ot Cromer expressing regret at his leaving 
ee This could be signed by all British 
subjects resident in Alexandria. The whole 
will be bound together, the firm of Messrs 
Waterlow having kindly undertaken to do so 
The volume is to be bound in morocco leather 
and stamped ‘‘Earl of Cromer 1883-1907.” 

After the address had been read and ap- 
proved with hearty and unanimous applause, 
the meeting was dissolved and all present 
appended their signatures. 

The address will remain at the British Club 
to-day and to-morrow, at the Union Club on 
Monday and Tuesday and at the Khedivial 
Clab on Wednesday. The address which will 
be at the hall porters of the Club can be signed 
by, any British subject,whether he be a member 
of the clab or-not. 

The following are the terms of the address :— 

We the undersigned British subjects, resi- 
dent in Alexandria and the neighbourhood, 
desire to express the profoond regrét with which 
wé have received the announcement of your 
Lordships resignation. 

With respect and gratitude we testify our 
deep sense of the wisdom, vigour, and patience 
that have characterised your services in Egypt, 
which under conditions of incredible difficulty, 
have achieved so great a work for thé well 
being of those who dwell in this land. 

We of Alexandria most gratefully remember 


he keen and sustained interest you have taken 


inlet that concerns the British Community, 
andt will always be a source of pride to us_ to 
think that we have resided in Egypt during 
your Lordship’s distinguished tenure of Office. 

Our regret at your Lordship’s departure is 
deepened by the fact that it is due to failure of 
health and we respectfully beg to convey to 
your Lordship our heartfelt’ sympathy and 
our most’ sincere wishes for your speedy and 
complete recovery.

The following are questions asked on the 
‘16th and 18th inst. in the House of Commons 
on Egyptian matters and theiranswers :— 

Mr. John Robertson,— 'T'o ask the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, whether, in the 
case of an official appropriation of land at 
Khartoum, the Governor, Stanton Bey, has 
informed the natives concerned that the price 
paid to them is simple bakshish, given at the 
pleasure of the Government. 

Sir Edward Grey :— I have. no infurmtion 
on the subject. If the Hon. Member will supply 
me with particulars of what appropriation of 
land is referred to, I will enquire what the 
circumstances and conditions of the appropria- 
tion were. 


Mr. John Robertson,— To ,ask Secretary of 


State for Foreign Affairs, whether the natives 


at Khartoum have requested the Government 
to establish schools for girls, and have been 
referred to the Protestant schools controlled by 
missionary organisations wheré the children 
are taught solely on Christian, lines. ae 

Mr. John Robertson.— To ask the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, whether the 
Soudan Government has appropriated for 
public purposes 1,800 feddans ot land North of 
the Blue and White Niles, and has paid for it, 
not at the market rate, but at prices fixed by 
the officials at their pleasure ; and whether at 
Khartoum North (Halfayah) the Government 
has forcibly appropriated land from native 


‘owners at £2 per feddan and has sold it for 


prices of £15 or more per feddan to the Model 
Farming Association. 

Mr. John Robertson,—T’o ask the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, whether, since the 
conquest of the Soudan, the Administration 
has confiscated the lands and property formerly, 
and in large part. before the time of the Mahdi, 
owned by the Wakf,—that is to say, the Moslem 
ecclesiastical organisation which received be- 
quests and gifts from Moslems for religious or 
charitable purposes ; and, if so, whether the 
property thns confiscated could not be devoted 
to purposes of education. 

Sir Edward Grey :—The answer to this and 
the two previous questions is that I have no 
information, but will make enquiry. With 
regard to female education, I have to refer the 
Hon. Member to Chapter 42 of Lord Cromer’s 
Report for 1906. 

Dr. Rutherford.—To ask the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, whether there exists 
in Egypt and the Soudan, or in either and 
which of those countries, a royalty on the 
manufacture, importation, exportation, or sale 
of refined sugar ;if so, what isthe amount of 
such royalty ; and whether it is intended to 
abolish wholly, or to reduce to any and what 
extent, such royalty and to replace it by one 
upon refined sugar. 

Sir Edward Grey :—I am not aware of the 
existence of any such royalty. I will enquire 
But, with regard to the latter part of the 
question, | must point oat that it is for 
obvious reasons the rule in this country not 
to announce an intention to alter duties before 
a decision has been arrived at, and the same 
reasons would | assume be equally applicable 
to Egypt. 

Dr. Rutherford.—To ask the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, whether, seeing that 
under the new Pharmacy Law of Egypt no 
power of search or seizure is given, he’ will 
advise the Egyptian Government to amend the 
Law so as to create such power as regards 
natives, who form the great majority of the 
illicit vendors of poisons. 

Sir Edward Grey :—It is not a case in which 
H. M. Government can interfere with the 
discretion of the Egyptian Government,

THE SINAI PENINSULA

Nadum Bey Choukair, Chief of the His- | 


torical section of the War Office, returned 
to Cairo from Nakhl on the Sinaitic frontier 
on Thursday. He has been orf a mission on 
behalf of the Egyptian Government in re- 
gard to the administration of the Peninsula of 
Sinai. | 

Up to recent times, the Sinai Peninsula 
has been under a dual control, The northern 
part, comprising the Governorate of El-Arish, 
has been under the Ministry of the Interior, 
whilst the central and southern portions of the 
Peninsula have been under the War Office, 
All the Sheikhs on the frontier are now anx- 
ious to have some recognized official near at 
hand, to whom they can refer disputes of 
minor importance. Many such cases occur, 
and if they aré not sottled speedily they are 
liable to lead: to serious trouble, and. even 
bloodshed, It has now been decided to bring 
the whole of the Peninsula under the War 
Department. A British officer of the Egyptian 
army will be Moudir and Commandant, His 


head-quarters will be at Nakhl. Egyptian’|: 


Nazirs will be stationed at various points in 
the Peninsula, It is also proposed to appoint 
a British Inspector, whose head quarters will 
probably be El-Arish, eee 

During the present year, the system of 
administration which has up to the present 
time been in force will be continued, with one 
important exception, namely, that steps will 
be taken to get intotouch with the Arabs in 
the more remote parts of the Peninsula, and 
to bring them under some sort of control, 

In Lord Cromer’s penultimate Annual 
Report he gave a brief description of the 
very primitive system of justice which exists 
amongst the Bedouins in the Sinai Peninsula. 
It is founded on old tribal custom, It is not 
proposed to interfere with this system beyond 
what is necessary to insure the adoption of a 
few of the most elementary principles of equity 
and justice. Thus, a Judge, who is termed 
“El Mubasha,” decides by the light of the 
dreams which may come to him in his sleep 
whether a person accused of any crime is 
guilty or innocent. It will perhaps not involve 
the too rapid introduction of civilized pro- 
cesses if this functionary is requested for the 
future to decide by the light of any informa- 
tion which may reach him while he is awake.
